STATES HIS SIDE OF 
HONOR MEDAL AWARDS 


Lawrence and Sigsbee Cited as 
Commanders Who Lost Their 
Ships at Sea. 


(International News Service.) 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—Charging 
that Admiral Sims had slurred the 
navy and offered “an insult to the 
splendid men of the navy,” Secretary 
Daniels today anpcared before 
the 
senate sub-committee 
investigating 
naval awards and offered a lengthy 
and comprehensive defense of his ac­ 
tion in bestowing decorations. 
“It is an insult to the splendid men 
of the navy to nay that the morale of 
the service could be seriously impaired 
by any question of awards to indi­ 
viduals,” Secretary' Daniels said. “The 
morale of the navy has suffered from 
the same influences that have affeet- 
ed the whole country, which has not 
yet recovered from the shell-shock of 
war.” 
Secretary Darnels in an indirect 
way charged Admiral Sims with be­ 
ing a “shore going” sailor, and de­ 
clared that the greatest difference 
between them had been as to the rela­ 
tive importance of shore duty and sea 
duty. Secretary Daniels declared that 
if Admiral Sims' contention that men 
who lost their ships in action were 
not deserving of honor was sound, 
that the nation has been paying tri­ 
bute to men like Lawrence and Saga- 
bee, who should not have been honor­ 
ed. 
Secretary Daniels declared that Ad­ 
mirals Mayo, Gleaves and Grant had 
recommendad distinguished service 
medals for commanders 
who 
were 
torpedoed and who in the most trying 
hour had shown distinguished service. 
He made this statement in answer to 
the attack recently by Admiral Sims 
that Daniels had awarded a medal to 
his brother-in-law, Commander Bag- 
ley, who lost his ship by an enemy tor* 
peao.

Kudzu is a perennial leguminous vine 
forming long runners which take root 
at many of the joints. After the plant 
Bmi occupied the soil more than ous 
year it forms a densely matted growth 
entirely covering the ground to! n 
f depth qf two or mere feet. It usual!) 
reaches a growth sufficiently larg< 
to plow under as a green manur* 
crop. 
The plant makes no growth in cold 
weather, yet its perennial nature doej 
not permit of growing a winter cror 
In rotation. In fact kudxu is not adapt, 
ed to an ordinary rotation of crops 
since It should occupy the land foi 
several years. However, there is a 
place for kudsu on many Alabama 
farms. Probably its greatest use !h 
found In reclaiming old, “worn out? 
land, or gullied hill sides. Such land, 
when successfully set to kudsu, wUl 
in four or five years be greatly im­ 
proved, due to the fact that the denso 
growth 
checks washing, and adds 
large quantities of vegetable matter 
I1-to the soil. 
^ 
Kudiu la propagated from rooted 
cuttings. 
After the land has been 
prepared as for corn, rows may be 
run six to eight feet apart, and the 
cuttings set in the furrows four to 
six feet apart. The -first year a row 
of corn may be grown In each middlo. 
The cuttings should be planted In 
late wiuter, not later than early March. 
On poor land U Is advisable to ^p ly 
Bomo manure to the hill to give the 
plants a start. 
Live «Stock relish fcudxu, both as 
grating and as hay, but is is difficult 
to cut and handle, on account of the 
tangUgg of vines. 
I' After a field has bean growing 
kudzu a few years It may agala he 
put into cultivation, but It requires 
extra power to plow up the sod. If 
care la used, enough plants will be 
j left after one cultivated crop, to give 
t a stand the following year. One ex­ 
periment sbdtwed e«i increase of $0 
l er cent in the yield of corn, due to 
a sod of kudzu.

No country Is richer In benutlful 
puniros than Italy. In most Instances 
these have notv become thp property 
of the nation, so that the taxpayer Is 
Indirect l / responsible for the general 
good while preserving their dignity

j Throughout Italy, from Turin to Paler- 
! ino, these monument» to the genius 
of the Middle ages are to be found, 
hut perhaps none Is so famous as the 
Pitt I palace at Florence, built upon 
a hill above the Arno with the beauti­ 
ful Boboll gardens stretching behind It, 
Count Pittl, chief magistrate of Flor­ 
ence In the fifteenth century, desiring 
to outrival Cosimo de’ Medici, set hit» 
self to build a palace which should 
he the bonder of Italy. He employed 
the 
nrehltect 
Brunelleschi, 
whom 
Cosimo when building his own palace 
had passed over because of his magnif­ 
icent disregard for expenditure, and 
Brhnellesrhi was given a free hand. 
PUU, however, fel* Into disgrace for 
plotting against the soft, of Cbslmo 
aad no workman conld be found to 
continue his half-completed palace. 
Thus for a century It was to remain, 
until Eleanor of Toledo oilce more 
took It in hand and It became—oh, 
strange Irony!—the h W of the Medl- 
eean grand dukes. The Pittl was not 
actually finished until 1830. The sight­ 
seer Is aware as. ho wnpders through 
this vast building tffifaf. Ih,,* gñxeS 
at Its walls lined with five hundred 
pictures, most of them masterpieces, 
that he is rather In a royal palace than 
a picture gallery, and he doubts /not 
the truth of MaccliiaveUl’s 
verdict, 
that the Pittl palace “Is greater and 
more splendid than the! house of any 
other private Citizen whatsoever.”

In the Armenian arrny, which has been 
"fighting "with Its back to the wall” 
for over five years—and is still fight­ 
ing to keep the Turks from taking ab, 
solute possession of this most fertUe 
and productive country.
